TRE PROBLEM OF DEFENSE 


Squeeze plays at Bridge are“bas- 
ed upon one simple and under- 
standable proposition — namely, 
that ff sufficient pressure can be 
applied, a player charged with de- 
fense at all points’ must sooner or 
later surrender, and in such case 
the whole defense crumbles be- 
cause an irresistable force has met 
what proves to be not an immov- 
uble hody. Often when a player 
finds himself in the grip of oa 
squeeze, he has reison to bemoan 
the fact that he did not cash or 
attempt to cash his Aces and 
Kings earlier in the game, because 
a number of squeczes are develop- 
jed only through the fact that the 
opponents did not take their win- 
ning cards when they had the op- 


portunity. 
An example of this type of 
squeeze occurred in the recent
